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Report of the 
Town Manager 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Rangeley: 


It is my pleasure to submit to you the Annual Report for the year 
1973. This report attempts to portray the operations of the town 
departments and all pertinent financial data of Town govern- 
ment. A fully informed citizenry is essential to proper govern- 
ance and is dependent on two-way communications between 
residents and their elected and appointed officials. We hope 
that this report will serve as a part of that communication. 


Fire Department. A new truck and pump has been purchased 
for Company No.2, and a training program is being sponsored to 
inform the volunteers of both companies of up-to-date firefight- 
ing techniques. The Fire Commissioner, Harlan Doak, has shown 
concern and interest about the Town’s firefighting needs and we 
look forward to increased participation and interest in this 
department in 1974. Remember that this is a volunteer organ- 
ization and without YOUR time this would be a forgotten depart- 
ment. 


Ambulance. The Town also purchased a new ambulance in 
1973 and the Selectmen voted to keep the older ambulance as 
a backup unit. This turned out to be a wise decision as we 
have had several situations where both ambulances were 
needed at the same time. 


Police. The Police Department acquired a new cruiser and radio 
with the aid of a grant from the Maine Law Enforcement Plan- 
ning and Assistance Agency. 


Sewer. The Town received a $320,000 grant from the Federal 
Government and a $45,000 grant from the State to proceed 
with the planning and construction of advanced sewage treat- 
ment facilities at the sewer plant. Rangeley’s share of the cost 
will be about $70,000 and a loan has been secured from the 
Farmers Home Administration to finance our share until bonds 
are issued. The interest rate for the bonds will be 5%. Although 
we have had a few delays, the new facilities are expected to be 
in operation by the Spring of 1975. 


The Town Is also engaged in a program to repair twenty-five 


leaking manholes. Several were repaired last fall and the re- 
mainder of the work is to be completed this spring. Hopefully 
this will reduce the amount of groundwater infiltrating into the 
sewer system. We have seen the amount of influent increase 
by as much as 100,000 gallons a day during a heavy rainstorm. 
This work too is being financed by a grant and loan funds from 
the FHA. 


Highways. Town Road Improvement funds, provided by the 
State Department of Transportation, were used to reconstruct 
a portion of Dodge Pond Road. A considerable amount of work 
was also done on Grandview Drive and on Judkins Road, nel- 
ther of which stood up very well under the spring thaw. Patching 
potholes and resetting culverts was a continuous process during 
the summer months. Several roads were sealed with tar. Al- 
though sealing is relatively inexpensive, it does not do much to 
smooth the roads; therefore, the Selectmen are recommending 
a hottopping program for 1974. 


The State Aid Construction appropriation is carried forward 
to 1974. It is the plans of the Selectmen to expend the fund on 
Route 17. The State intends to work on this project this year but 
the final decision depends on the Department of Transpor- 
tation’s financial capabilities during this period of the energy 
crisis resulting in decreased gasoline tax revenues. 


Finance. Financially, the Town had an exceptionally good year. 
$35,693.91 was lapsed into surplus increasing the unappro- 
priated surplus account to $50,669.58. Tax collections totaled 
$344,122.89 or 95.5% of the tax commitment. Tax anticipation 
borrowing amounted to only $60,000 which is the lowest it has 
been for many years. Only four tax liens remain and accounts 
receivable is only $184.23. Cash receipts totaled $799,514.80 
less warrants of $734,302.55 leaving a cash balance of $65,- 
212.25 on December 31st. 


1974 Budget. The Budget format has been revised this year to 
show a Clearer expenditure per service provided. An overall re- 
distribution of accounts has been made where services were 
thought to be related. An example is the hydrant rental account 
which was placed in the fire department account because it is 
related to fire protection. An Assessment-Code Enforcement 
account has been created to combine the formally part-time 
jobs of Assessor, Building Inspector and Plumbing Inspector 
into one full-time position. 
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The school and town budgets combined show an increase in 
expenditures totalling about $50,000.00. The tax commitment 
should not have to be raised, however, as estimated revenues, 
surplus, state revenue sharing, and increased tax value of the 
community should offset the increase. 


| wish to thank the citizens of Rangeley and the Board of Select- 

men for their support and cooperation this past year. Special 
thanks are extended the Budget Committee, Planning Board and 
Board of Appeals for donating their time to municipal affairs.

In accordance with the provisions of Title 30, Section 5253, 
Revised Statutes of 1964, and at your request, the financial 
records of the Town of Rangeley have been audited for the 
municipal year ended December 31, 1973. 


As required by statute, one copy of this report together with 
the audit procedural form prescribed by the state auditor for 
governmental audits in accordance with statutory requirement 
have been forwarded to the State Department of Audit. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general audit 
and performed in accordance with standards established by the 
State Department of Audit and by the National Committee on 
Governmental Accounting. Audit analysis was on a basis consist- 
ent with the preceding year and included all procedures con- 
sidered necessary. 


Transactions effecting Federal Revenue Sharing Funds 
were examined in accordance with the ‘‘Audit Guide and Stand- 
ards for Revenue Sharing Recipients” issued by the Office of 
Revenue Sharing, U.S. Department of the Treasury. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the ex- 
amination, the financial affairs of the Town appear to have been 
appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in 
the accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules together with the accompanying 
comments present the result of the financial operation of the 
Town for the period designated.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF RANGELEY 


January 1, 1973 to December 31, 1973 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the various 
officers of the Town of Rangeley has been completed for the 
municipal year ended December 31, 1973. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions and 
an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are 
incorporated in the following comments, exhibits and support- 
ing schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed 
that net departmental balances lapsed to surplus amounted to 
$35,693.91. Unexpended balances in excise tax and welfare 
accounts were the principal factors contributing to the net 
balances credited to general fund surplus. 


ASSETS ..... The general fund cash balance of $65,212.25 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Maine National 
Bank, Rangeley, Maine. 


Accounts receivable of $184.23 represented sundry 
amounts due the Town for various services, principally in 
connection with highway activities. 


Taxes receivable of $17,924.33 represented the balance of 
the 1973 commitment remaining uncollected at the closing 
date. 

Tax liens amounted to $864.58 at the audit date, of which 
$89.76 are mature liens. 

LIABILITIES ..... Notes and bonds payable in future years 
amounted to $281,025.08 at the closing date. Of this amount, 
$20,525.08 plus interest mature in 1974. 

Payroll deductions totaling $2,904.12 were being held for 

eventual disposition to appropriate governmental agencies at 
the closing date. 
SURPLUS..... Appropriated surplus of $30,412.58 represent- 
ed school, state aid road and sundry other balances or over- 
drafts carried forward in compliance with state requirements 
or at the direction of the Town Manager. 
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The unappropriated surplus amounted to $50,669.58 at 
the year end, an increase of $20,758.61 as compared with the 
previous year. This increase was occasioned by lapsing of 
departmental balances amounting to $35,693.91 to surplus. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDS ..... amounting to $4,288.40 
were received from the State and $4,089.29 was applied to re- 
duce the tax rate, the balance carried to 1974. The amount of 
$38,529.00 in revenue sharing funds was received from the 
Federal Government, of which $27,566.00 was expended for 
approved projects. A balance of $25,456.13 was available at the 
year end for future allocation. 


TRUST FUNDS..... Trust fund principals totaled $72,561.84 
and unexpended income amounted to $5,768.56 at the end of 
the municipal year. These were represented by time deposits of 
$63,669.65 and investments of $14,660.75. Trust fund income 
amounted to $3,697.78 while expenditures totaled $2,269.31. 


GENERAL ..... The sewer construction project started in 1969 
continued in 1973, with the major portion of the project com- 
pleted. At the year end a balance of $19,653.91 remained in the 
fund. See Schedule B-1. 


Records maintained at the Town Office were in excellent 
order and cooperation of the staff was complete and very much 
appreciated. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were fol- 
lowed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments. 


In Our opinion, the accompaning balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
Town at December 31, 1973, and the result of its operations 
for the year then ended.

Report of the 
Pollution Control Facility 


The year 1973, saw many advances for the Pollution Con- 
trol Facility and the Town of Rangeley. 


Presently all but six dwellings are attached to the collection 
system, although there are six units within the boundries of the 
collection system who could pump on. 


1973 saw an increase of 3.8 million gallons treated with the 
years total at 26,353,300 gallons, and over 69 million gallons 
treated since the start of the plant. 


The year also saw my advancement to operator license 
grade No. 3 (required for the third stage), and Thomas 
Haggan’s advance from apprentice to license grade No. 1. The 
Licensing is required by the Department of Environmental 
Protection, and is by twice yearly testing in Augusta. 


The problem of the raising and leaking manholes appears at 
long last to be solved with the advent of a solid rubber gasket 
that is fastened over the manhole joints. Seven manholes were 
repaired with this treatment last fall, with the remaining twenty 
to be repaired in the spring. Funds for this project are from the 
Farmers Home Administration. 


Finally, as most everyone knows, the grant for the third 
Stage has been awarded. Invitation to bids are out, with the bid 
openings set for February 14th. Construction will probably start 
in late April and hopefully will finish about nine months later.

Report of the Franklin County 
Community Action Council 


The Community Action Council was formed in 1965 to 
assist communities in dealing with the problems of poverty. 
Decisions concerning community action programs are made by a 
27-member Board of Directors. One-third of the members are 
elected by low-income voters, the other two-thirds are selected 
by public and private agencies. 


Last year, because federal funding was uncertain, the 
Community Action Council appealed to county communities for 
continued financial support. Fourteen out of twenty towns voted 
to support FCCAC. Since the agency has continued, however, to 
receive federal funding on a three month basis, the monies 
appropriated last year are being held in escrow and no addi- 
tional funds are being requested this year. It is quite certain that 
last year’s funds will be needed during 1974, and will be used 
under the direction of the FCCAC Board of Directors. 


Below is a partial listing of social services in Rangeley 
during the last year: 


19 women received Family Planning services. 
1 youth enrolled in Neighborhood Youth Corps. 
545 received Donated Commodities. 
1 person from Rangeley employed by FCCAC.

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Report of the Androscoggin 
Home Health Services 


During the first eleven months of 1973 our home health 
care program served some 1,350 individual patients in the re- 
gion, obviously impacting quite directly on the lives of countless 
others related in one way or another to these patients. Home 
care consists of such services as nursing, physical therapy, 
homemaking, and home health aide care, provided individually 
Or in various combinations to sick patients in their own homes. 
Collectively, over 30,000 units (visits) of these services were 
provided. For many of these 1,350 patients, the fact that 
home care was available meant shorter hospital stays; for 
others, it meant being at home rather than in a nursing: or 
boarding home facility. 


In addition to the home care program we provided a variety 
of senior citizen health clinics throughout the year. These con- 
sisted of a general health screening program, flu shot clinics in 
some communities, and a region-wide glaucoma screening clinic, 
all co-sponsored by Project Independence and administered on 
a no-charge basis. Results of the screening clinics were quite 
remarkable in terms of the large number of physical problems 
uncovered, most of which represented correctible, or at least 
controllable problems. One can only speculate on the potential 
amount of future health care expenditures saved for those who 
prevented a health crisis through early detection of a disease. 

In Rangeley our staff made 337 home care visits to 19 
patients during the year, excluding December. Types of visits 
included nursing, 271; and homemaker 66. Additionally, 10 
senior citizens participated in the general health screening and 
glaucoma detection clinics. 

The support of Rangeley citizens, which made possible a 
significant portion of these health care benefits, is greatly ap- 
preciated.

Mental Health Services 


During 1973, staff consisted of two full-time counselors and 
one part-time counselor, providing services to adults with emo- 
tional and family problems. Another full-time counselor, working 
primarily, with the schools has instituted a new program of 
screening children with respect to mental retardation, learning 
disabilities and educational disturbances, John Gallagher is 
coordinating the program. Charles W. Eastman, M.D. and John 
A. Arness, M.D. provide psychiatric services, a total of three days 
per week. 


An alcoholism counselor has been involved in the schools 
and industries, setting up educational programs. Alcoholism 
programs were introduced to three industries in the area. 
Direct services have been provided to alcoholics and their 
families. 

Our overall case load increased by 21% for the year 1973. 


In your town 13 children and 23 adults were seen for a total 
of 264 interviews.

The Rangeley Planning Board has had a very active year. 
In an effort to expedite the various problems and be more re- 
sponsive to the public, we have twice changed our scheduled 
meetings from once a month to twice a month and in September 
went on a weekly meeting basis. We have initiated on site in- 
spection of all large developments. The members have been 
very generous in devoting time from their respective jobs or 
businesses to help fulfill these duties. 


Proper evaluation of a subdivision can be very time con- 
suming. The Board attempts to arrive at conclusions which are 
beneficial to the subdivider and the Town while complying with 
existing environmental laws. The Planning Board is very ap- 
preciative for the cooperation it has received from subdividers 
and their representatives: 

The subdivisions approved or in the process are the Dexter 
Development (Mingo Road), Rangeley Estates (Brackett Farm), 
Norman Kane (Abuting Nile Cemetery), Ralph Thompson 
(Dodge Pond Hill) and D. C. Morton (Quimby Pond). 

Pending are: Skyland Development (Abuting Airport), 
Grant's Restaurant and the mandatory shoreland zoning of all 
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land within 250 feet of any navigable body of water. 


The Planning Board is also conscious of the fact that the 
comprehensive plan needs updating and it is probably time for 
a complete review of the present regulations as some were 
initiated approximately ten (10) years ago.

Report of Superintendent 
of Schools 


To Members of the School Committee and Citizens of Rangeley: 


Recently, while reading a newspaper article, | came across a 
statement attributed to a fellow New Englander, named 
Thoreau: 


“With the autumn, begins in some measure a new spring.” 


This past ‘“‘autumn” brought into focus several features which 
were to begin a new “spring” for School Union No. 37. 


A great part of the success of this past year is due to the consist- 
ent and wide local support for the policy that School Union 
No. 37 is to remain as is, and that while keeping it intact we are 
to take major steps toward improvement. 


Among those plans already completed, we can cite a few: 


a) The unanimous approval by citizens for the expenditure of 
not more than $7,000. to prepare plans for new school 
construction. 


b) Purchase of new equipment for the cafeteria, the Industrial 
Arts program, the library, the elementary building, the 
Physical Education program, etc. 


c) Expansion of the school library, which was given a tremen- 
dous boost with the generous donation of several thousand 


hardbound books by the family of Clarence E. Lamb, for 
which we are all very grateful. 
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d) Employment of a full time Remedial Reading teacher. 
e) Adoption of a Reading Readiness program for Kindergarten. 


f) Adoption of a Health Education program, with a qualified 
physician as instructor. 


g) Approval of a trained volunteer program in reading, mathe- 
matics and art. 

h) Preparation of the new school lot and the recommendation 
of the State Department of Education for State Board ap- 
proval. (The State Board approved the purchase of the 
proposed lot at its January 10, 1974, meeting, ‘pending a 
favorable vote at the local level to construct a new school 
thereon.” 


i) Conclusion of negotiations for two years. 
}) Completion of the Philosophy study. 
k) Completion of the Self-Evaluation study. 


On the drawing boards are the preliminary construction plans, 
a proposed Special Education program, and a proposed Music 
program to replace the federally funded program scheduled to 
end in June. 


This past year has also seen a revolutionary new law, L.D. 1994. 
The new system provides equality of educational opportunity 
through a simple concept: equal dollars for equal tax effort. 
The equal tax effort is represented by the figure 14 mills. This 
uniform rate is set aside for school purposes. At the end of the 
State’s fiscal year (July 1 to June 30), the Superintendent of 
Schools prepares a financial report (45 GA) showing the ex- 
penditures. 


Four areas are specifically covered in the statute: 

1. Capital Outlay (construction) 

2. Transportation 

3. Debt Service 

4. Special Education 

All of the above are to be reimbursed 100%. 

The law also allows five years for certain identified plantations 
(some among our own School Union) to equalize that uniform 
rate of 14 mills. This is done through a gradual annual increase 
in assessment for school purposes until the uniform rate figure 
is reached. | have advised the Plantations of this clause. 
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This year’s total budget shows an increase of approximately 
$21,600. in expenditures. This is due to several factors: 


a) Inflation (higher costs in food, supplies, transportation, 
utilities, etc.) 


b) Salary increases (effective July 1, 1974, the State will no 
longer subsidize the Superintendent's salary) 


c) Expansion of some programs and addition of new programs 


d) Discontinuance of some Federal Funds (Title Il, Music, 
etc.) 
e) L.D. 1994. 


It becomes readily obvious that the estimated income is keeping 
up to par with the expenses, thus this year the school budget is 
a ‘balanced budget.” 


An important aspect of this past year has been the efforts made 
to improve attitudes, co-operation, and the relationship between 
the Department of Education and ourselves ... and among 
ourselves. 


We have made some progress along these lines, and a word of 
thanks is in order to all school personnel and citizens for the 
co-operation and interest they have shown during this hectic 
but rewarding year. 


And now, what about the future of our school system? | am not 
a prophet but | will say this — my sixth sense tells me that 
there is an awareness prevailing throughout the community that 
involvement and ideas of all segments are important to create 
a system of high caliber. The initiatives we have taken to arouse 
this awareness are being felt throughout. We will continue to 
work long and hard on attitudes and values. We will encourage 
individuals to share with us in this responsibility. We will try to 
avoid waste. If approved, we will attempt to build an adequate 
school plant, reflecting the community’s concept of education.

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Report of the 
Principal 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The system of public education in this nation exists for the 
benefit of all students. A major aim of this system is to develop 
to the maximum potential the talent of each child. 


Education offers students opportunities for learning and 
helps develop in them ‘the desire to learn. In school systems 
which provide quality educational programs, learning is not only 
preparation for the future, but a source of pleasure and accom- 
plishment in the present. It is not merely a path to a goal, but a 
process of enlarging opportunities. Students may pursue edu- 
cation as a means of preparing themselves for a specific role in 
life or they may pursue it as a means of expanding their range 
of options in the future. There is little option for students who 
terminate their education before earning a high school diploma. 


Our primary educational goal is to improve the quality of 
education for the students of Rangeley. The focus of our effort 
to achieve this goal has been on curriculum development. 
During the past year, the curriculum has been thoroughly eval- 
uated and revisions have been made wherever possible. The 
curriculum must continually be evaluated, since no curriculum, 
however well planned, can remain adequate for a considerable 
period of time without constant revision to meet changing con- 
ditions. 


Every effort is being made to develop a curriculum which is 
more responsive to students’ needs. Progress has been made 
toward achieving this objective through semester courses and 
alternate year scheduling. Students are now able to select 
from a wide range of academic and elective course offerings. 
Approximately 54 different courses are presently offered at 
Rangeley High. 

In addition to the academic program, students are provided 
with opportunities to participate in organized programs of extra- 
curricular activities and interscholastic athletics. Activity pro- 
grams, whether extra-curricular or interscholastic, are a 
valuable supplement to curricular learnings.

The extra-curricular activities being offered this year include 
the following: Yearbook, Student Council, Cooking for Boys, 
Woodworking for Girls, Chess, Macrame, Pep Club, Dramatics, 
Needle Embroidery, Sewing Crafts, Knitting, Crocheting, Crea- 
tion in Block Printing, Skiing, Gymnastics, and Intramural Ath- 
letics. 


Rangeley High interscholastic athletic teams currently 
compete in Cross-County, Skiing, Basketball and Baseball. 
This year, the Cross-Country team qualified for both the Region- 
al and State meets and the Basketball team is seeking a tourna- 
ment berth for the second consecutive year. 


Besides the accomplishments of our athletic teams, several 
students have gained recognition for outstanding individual 
achievement. Among the students honored this year were Heidi 
Barrett, D.A.RR. Good Citizenship Award; Judy Morton, Betty 
Crocker Family Leader of Tomorrow Award; Sue Ellis, Karen 
Drosdik, Helen Damon, Stephen Eastwood, Clifford Raymond, 
and Brenda Verrill, National Honor Society. 


A valuable asset to a school is its library. Significant 
progress has been made toward improving the school library by 
enlarging the area, adding new bookcases, and increasing the 
number of volumes. The number of volumes contained in the 
library has been considerably increased by the generous gift 
of the Clarence Lamb family. This gift of several thousand books 
has greatly enhanced our effort to improve the library. Once all 
these books are properly catalogued and placed on the shelves, 
Rangeley High will possess one of the finest libraries for a 
school its size. 


As we endeavor to improve our educational system, it will 
be necessary to effectively utilize all available community re- 
sources, both human and material. It is a task that will require 
the active interest of everyone in the community. 


Whatever the problems and whatever the degree of public 
involvement in the effort to improve the quality of education, 
the community has the potential to be of great help to the school, 
if there is effective communication between the school system 
and the community. This involves a dual responsibility. The 
school needs to provide opportunities for the community to learn 
about the educational system. The community needs to take 
advantage of these opportunities and put to productive use the 
knowledge it acquires about the school. 
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No one segment of the school community can improve edu- 
cation by itself. Only by communicating with one another and 
working together — by getting involved — can students, 
teachers, parents and citizens achieve the goal of improving the 
quality of education for the students of Rangeley.

This is an especially busy year for the elementary students and 
faculty. Rangeley is experiencing a self-evaluation program for 
Kindergarten through Grade 8; we are also involved in writing a 
philosophy for the entire school system. This philosophy should 
be portrayed in our curriculum — thus, much time and thought 
is being put into these studies. 


We have two new full time teachers, Mrs. Priscilla Adkins, teach- 
er of grade 2, and Mrs. Mary Coombs, remedial reading teacher. 
Mrs. Monique Libby is teaching a special group mornings again 
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this year, under Title |. Miss Janice Parkinson comes to teach 
music twice each month. This is the last year for this federal 
funded program. Mrs. Sally Perry serves as aide for both build- 
ings; besides helping with playground supervision, she gives 
individual help to students. 


Health Education has been added to the elementary curriculum, 
taught once weekly by Dr. Roger Condit. We have also been 
fortunate in having Mr. Roy Gallant, writer of many children’s 
science books and faculty member of the American Museum 
Hayden Planetarium, speak to several of the grades on Ko- 
houtek and our solar system. Mr. Gallant has also given the 
school several fine science books. Mrs. Wendy Brewer, student 
at the University of Maine at Orono, has been doing 8 weeks of 
practice teaching under the direction of Mrs. Donna Wilcox, 
grade l. 


Many new things are taking place within the classroom. Teach- 
ers are directing individualized programs in various subject 
areas. New equipment has been bought, such as the Listening 
Centers purchased by the P.T.A., the Pilot Library, two Study 
Skill Kits for reference and social studies, as well as teacher- 
made Learning Centers and other innovative materials for this 
purpose. Kindergarten has a new approach to reading, the ‘‘New 
Beginning to Read.” This is a reading and language arts pro- 
gram that leads the child to independent reading. New library 
books have been bought and many free paperbacks have been 
secured through Book Clubs run by the teachers. 


A volunteer training program is being started by Mrs. Monique 
Libby, Mrs. Priscilla Adkins and Mrs. Mary Coombs. This pro- 
gram seems necessary if an individualized program is to pro- 
gress. These volunteers will reinforce what the teacher has al- 
ready taught. Some High School students have been working on 
a student volunteer basis, under the direction of the guidance 
counselor. | would like to say that these students have shown 
much interest and have done their assignments well. The typing 
department has been very helpful in preparing materials for the 
individualized program. 


In the fall, a Book Fair was held which proved very successful. 
This spring, a similar project is being planned — a Learning 
Festival. Here, students and parents will browse through dis- 
plays of educator-approved kits, games, crafts and creative 
playthings. 
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“Winter Wonderland” was presented for the second annual 
musical Christmas program. The annual Science Fair will be 
sponsored by grades 5 and 6 in the spring. The Elementary 
Monthly Sun is still being published by grade 6. 


Many teachers have been attending special conferences and 
participating in courses during the year. 


In the educational learning process, each child must experience 
success, confidence, and achievement. Teachers must stimulate 
the child so he may progress at a rate appropriate to his capa- 
cities, interests and stage of development. Above all, teachers 
must be able and willing to understand children. 


Our goal should be the.‘‘developing of the whole child,” so he 
may be self-sufficient and capable of making decisions. He 
must learn to determine a direction that permits him and others 
to choose and work out their life-purposes in a manner to be of 
benefit to himself and society.

Report of 
Guidance Director 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 
A study of the class of 1973 shows the following: 


Higher Education: University of Maine at Farmington 
University of Maine at Portland-Gorham 
University of Maine at Orono 
New England College, New Hampshire 
University of Miami, Florida 
New Hampshire Vocational Technical 
Piedmont Technical Institute, S.C. 
Plus-Gray School of Business, Portland 
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The educational process of Rangeley High School insures 
placement of students in institutions of higher learning. How- 
ever, ten graduated students entered the world of work and 
there is a definite need for more work-related experiences to 
better prepare students. 


As in the past, the Co-operative Education program has 
proved beneficial in allowing students to receive on-the-job 
training as well as introducing them to a possible career. More 
work stations are needed to assist students in the development 
of a salable skill. The success and operation of Co-operative 
education depend on the continued support of the businesses of 
Rangeley.. Last year, thirteen students were enrolled in the 
program. Employers included S. A. Collins & Son, D. C. Morton, 
Town of Rangeley, Roger Page, Inc., Westshore Lodge, R. G. 
Koob Co., Delbert Ellis, Paul Field, Rangeley Schools, Camp 
Antlers, and the Town Office. 


Another program that provided meaningful work-expe- 
riences was funded by a grant from the State Department of 
Vocational Education. Four mini-courses taught by local Towns- 
people were offered in electrical wiring, operation of a nursery 
school, grocery store management, and small retail store man- 
agement. Teachers from the community were Paul Field, Phyllis 
Rains, Kenneth Lizzotte, and Rita Wilcox. Drawing upon com- 
munity resources is an excellent way of expanding the education 
of Rangeley students beyond the school walls. If the needs of 
the students are to be met, this type of education should be 
encouraged and supported. 


In order to assist students in their educational develop- 
ment and self-evaluation of their own abilities, several standard- 
ized tests were given. In the fall, the Preliminary Scholastic 
Aptitude Test was given to any Junior student contemplating 
higher education. This is an aptitude test in Mathematics and 
English. The National Educational Development Test was given 
in the fall to Freshmen or Sophomores who wished to practice 
taking a national standardized test and to find out more about 
themselves through testing. This test measured achievement in 
five academic areas. Another battery of tests given was the 
Armed Services Vocational Aptitude Battery (ASVAB). These 
tests pointed out Juniors’ and Seniors’ principal interest areas. 
They are used primarily as a screening device by the armed 
forces but are also good in assisting the students in vocational 
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decision-making. The school is in the process of studying other 
available tests which will benefit both the student and the school 
by providing more information on the development of the stu- 
dent in relationship to established national norms. Standardized 
testing is by no means an answer in itself but, nevertheless, it is 
helpful in providing guidelines for further curriculum study. 
With the new legislation regarding special education and school 
funding in general, testing is essential for purposes of eval- 
uation.
